Adlai Stevenson, the Democratic nominee for President, said 
this the other d a y ; “Estes and I can talk ourselves black in the 
face, shake a million hands, and whistle-stop this co u n tr y up 
and do wn and sideways. But this election is going to be won 
or lost depending on what is done in the precincts.” 
A nd how right he is! If the people who support a man, an 
issue or a party fail 1o register and vote, then their supp or t is 
as nothing. And the fact that thousands or tens of thousan ds 
flock to hear a presidential candidate speak—or millions listen 
to him on radio or television—d oesn’t mean they a re going to 
vote for him. The political speakings are an integral part of the 
campaign, and certainly Mr. Stevenson, in the midst of p la n ­ 
ning the nationwide vote drives which he and Mr. K e fa u v e r are 
going to make, w asn ’t ruling them out any more th a n President 
Eisenhow er is likely to eschew personal app earances in "areas 
w h e re Republicans may need help.” 
But, any time we get carried a w a y with the thought of the 
spectaculars, w hether person to person or on TV, we can bring 
ourselves back to the stern realities by delving a bit into his­ 
tory. There was William Jennings Bryant, for instance. He was 
the silver-tongued orator from Neb raska who three times won 
the Democratic nomination and three times lost the election, in 
the 1896 campaign Mr. Bryan made 19 speeches in one day. In 
ihe 1900 campaign he spoke 20 times in one day, and in the 1908 
barns torm ing he addresses campaign audiences 36 times in one 
day.

IT S TH E V O TES THAT COUNT 


Adlai Stevenson, the Democratic nominee for President, said 
this the other day; “ Estes and I can talk ourselves black in the 
face, shake a million hands, and vvhistle-stop this country up 
and down and sideways. But this election is going to be won 
or lost depending on what is done in the precincts.” 
And how right he is! If the people who support a man, an 
issue or a party fail lo register and vote, then their support is 
as nothing. And the fact that thousands or tens of thousands 
flock to hear a presidential candidate speak—or millions listen 
to him on radio or telev ision—doesn’t mean they are going to 
vote for him. The political speakings are an integral part of the 
campaign, and certainly Mr. Stevenson, in the midst of plan­ 
ning the nationwide vote drives which he and M r. Kefauver are 
going to make, wasn’t ruling them oui any more than President 
Eisenhower is likely to eschew personal appearances in “areas 
where Republicans may need help.” 
But, any time we get carried away with the thought of the 
spectaculars, whether person to person or on TV, we can bring 
ourselves back to the stem realities by delving a bit inlo his­ 
tory. There was William Jennings Bryant, for instance. He was 
the silver-tongued orator from Nebraska who three times won 
the Democratic nomination and three times lost the election.

Mr. Bryan was staging a great show and drawing great crowds 
but he wasn’t winning votes— at least not enough votes to make 
him President of the United States. 
M elville E. Stone, who later became general manager of The 
Associated Press, was then a political reporter for The AP. He 
wrote: ‘'N'inc out of ten in the great crowds greeting Bryan 
would have been equally excited by the visit of a circus . , . 
(W illiam ) McKinley, who was making one speech a week from 
his front porch at Canton, was really reaching the public mind 
as Bryan was not.” 
Th "At* Mired I. South,, forkier governor of New Yolk, and 
himself once a Democratic nominee for the presidency, put ii 
more succinctly: “ lf crowds were votes, Bryan would have been 
elected 1hree times.” 
The million dollar and multi-million dollar campaigns at the 
national level provide the backgrounds for the November elec­ 
tion, but it's the voter w ho goes to his precinct polling place and 
puts his ballot in the box who decides the election. Here in Co­ 
lumbia many of us still need to go lo the county clerk's office 
at the court house and register so that we may vote on election 
day. None of the hours which we spend before the television 
set admiring our candidates can substitute for registering and 
voting.
